A bone-rattling shake-up of the city. police 
department began today with release of the 
Archer report which gave an appalling picture 
of a Keystone Cops disorganization: 


Chief John Blackstock, who saw the report, 
tendered his regignation on the eve of its re-’ 
lease. , pe. 5; 

The 88-page report recommended Yreation of 
Saanich Peninsula Metropolitan Police Department and 
a single police commission—after complete reorganiza- . 
tion of -the city force under a new chief and a major_ 
renovation and expansion of the city police building. 

The metro force would include, Victoria, Saanich, 
Oek Bay, Central Saanich and part of the Colwood 
area but not Esquimalt.

Archer, a top RCMP official who reorganized the Vancouver 
Police Department after the Mulligan inquiry. 


Swiftly-moving events set in motion by the report include: 


@ Acceptance by city council of Police Chief John Black» 
stock's resignation; 


@ Launching of a search by police commission for a top 
notch police officer on the mainland to come in as a tfouble- 
shooter to reorganize the force; 


@ Study of further recommendations which would re
